RUSSIAN OFFENSIVE 
ON TWO MAIN FRONTS 
NEARING DEADLOCK 


GERMANS SLOWING RED 
ARMY'S VkGG&ESS BUT

Dec. li.-^/P)— Fire and panic In 
the midst of an old-time barn 
dance cost the lives of 110 merry- 
makers and injured 102 others as 
a servicemen's hostel and recrea- 
tion center went up in flames Sat- 
urday night only 200 yards from 
the fire station on St. John's main 
street. 
Like the Cocoanut Grove disas- 
ter in Boston, which claimed near- 
ly 500 lives, many were trampled 
to death1 in the lush for the exits 
and the victims included service- 
men and women. It was believed 
that there may have been Amer- 
icans among them. 


A Knights of Columbus hostel 


for men in the armed services, 
the wooden structure was crowded 
with 000 persons when fire roared 
through the building and 
burst 


from the doors and windows In 
huge colmuns of flames that tow- 
ered in the sky. 
The authorities still were with- 


out knowledge today of the cause 
of the disaster but an eyewitness 
said the fire "seemed to do Its 
dreadful work in 10 minutes. 
The terrified dancers, trying to 


force their way out through the 
four exits of the building, piled 
up in tangled masses of bodies. 


Sixty-nine of the dead had been 


identified last night; of the 41 
unclaimed, many were so burned 
as to be unrecognizable. 
It was 


not known how many women were 
lost and exact figures were not 
announced on the number of Cana- 
dian navy, army and air force per- 
sonnel lost.

auditorium and dance hall while 
others asserted an explosion seem- 
ed to come from the kitchen and 
then the whole building was en- 
gulfed by flamei.
